How much extra money? We advised them not 
to count on all of Helen's pay as extra income. 
That's because her job would involve expenses 
that she would not have as a full-time housewife. 


The best rule, we said, is 
to think of both pay checks as our money... 
and to manage it through a family budget, reserv- 
ing small sums for each for personal spending. 


Part-time work? If the wife finds her load too 
heavy, she might consider part-time work—often 
a good solution if she is a mother, Or perhaps she 
can find a less tiring job.

The Next Step in Italy 


April 18's elections in Italy, tremendously 
meaningful though they were, did not do the last 
thing needed to make democracy secure in that 
country. They only gave the friends of democ- 
racy more time to make it secure. 


To accomplish that result, the Christian Demo- 


cratic Government of Premier De Gasperi will 


have to bring about some heroic reforms. Their 
purpose will be to correct the worst of Italy’s 
social injustices, It was by holding out the hope 
of mending these ills that the Communists have 
gained popular support. It was in the hope that 
the De Gasperi Government would bring about 
the reforms instead that many Italians voted 
anti-Communist. 


As Sumner Welles warns, “radical social re- 
forms are more needed in Italy than in any 


other parts of Western ne outside of Spain 


and Portugal.“ 

Most important among the needed reforms, 
by common consent, is redistribution of the 
land. Millions of Italians are desperately poor, 
and hungry, and miserable, because the land 
system is medieval. Great estates are concen- 
trated in a few hands and worked by peasant 
tenants. Among these dispossessed people Com- 
munism has been able to make considerable 
headway. 

Italy's industrial workers also are the victims 
of injustices which have made them easy prey to 
Communist dogma. Their wages are low. Many 

are less fortunate than the low-wage earners, be- 
ing unemployed. Industrial workers are 30 
seriously discontented that according to. one ob- 
server probably 75 per cent of them voted for 
the Communist! coalition in the April 18 elec- 
tions, 

They want jobs—and all Italy needs their 
work, for increased production. They want as- 
surance of labor's rights, fair wages, social se- 
curity, unemployment insurance. They and 
other Italians as well want housing. 

If the De Gheperi Government can bring 
about enough of the necessary reforms, and do it 
quickly enough, democracy will be made safe in 
Italy. Otherwise, as Joseph G. Harrison writes 
in the Christian Science Monitor, there may be 
“a disastrous upheaval in the not very. distant 
future.” Unless democracy does what must be 
done, Italians are bound to think again of a last 
resort to Communism. 

The United States has a particular obligation 
to press for these reforms because of the part it 
took in influencing the decision of the Italian 
electorate. In at least an ethical sense it has 
underwritten the. De Gasperi Government.. 

It ig possible, too, that De Gasperi will require 
a little encouragement now and then. Though 
he has committed himself to land reform and 
other social and economic improvements, there 
is some fear that he may make excuses for de- 
This fear is 
accentuated by the fact that among the men be- 
hind the Christjan Democratic party are big 
land-owners, industrialists and conservative 
elericals. | 

To the same extent that the United States in- 


tervened in the Italian elections, it needs to in- 


tervene in the consolidation of the victory—and 
that is, diplomatically, and with a due respect to 
the sovereignty of the Italian state and the Ital- 
lan citizen, but sufficiently to bring 8 about.

A Labor Shortage Ahead 


The answer to talk about a recession comes

from Robert C. Goodwin, director of the United 


States Employment Service. He predicts a la- 
bor shortage by mid-summer. More than 61,- 
000,000 persons—-more than the record 60,078,000 
employed last July—will be at work then, and 
despite this, many jobs may go begging. 

The summer situation will develop, of course, 
because the seasonal demand for agricultural 
workers will come on top of the demand created 
by the European Recovery Program and the re- 
armament program. The latter may be serlous- 
ly slowed down if more workers are not found. 

The United States does not have an “unem- 
ployment pillow” -of 7,000,000 .as it did have 
when the, World War II arms program got under 
way. Just now about 2,400,000 persons are listed 
as unemployed, but Goodwin warng that this fig- 
ure is deceptive since it largely represents indi- 
viduals shifting from one job to another. The 
only hopeful factor is the presence outside the 
labor force of about 5,000,000 persons, mostly 
women, who held down jobs during the war. No 


doubt, efforts will be made to induce these to 


seek employment once more. 

More positive controls, however, are indicated 
if production figures are not to be left to chance. 
Goodwin sees hope in the allocation of scarce 
If steel, for example, is diverted from 
automobiles to ships, workers will move from 
the auto plants to the shipyards in which they 
are needed. The Empfoyment Service, especially 
if it is returned to its wartime efficiency, could 


be of help by directing applicants to the jobs 


deemed most essential. 

A Congress which is voting money for new 
production had better wake up to the problem 
of how to get this production. It cannot afford 
to follow the leadership of men ke Representa- 
tive Wolcott who continue to argue that if things 
are just allowed to drift, they will come out all 
right.. Whether they are popular in an election 
year or not, controls are becoming more neces- 
sary with each passing day.

A Bank That Hasn't Made History 


There is little cause for rejoicing in the an- 
nouncement of the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development that it is operat- 
ing at a profit. The bank wasn’t organized to 
make a profit; it was organized to help remake 
a war-torn world. 

The hope which 44 nations entertained at Bret- 
ton Woods, N. H., four years ago was that the 
bank which they were bringing into existence 
would encourage commercial bankers to take 
some chances when chances were desirable for 
the sake of world recovery—or failing that, would 
take the chances itself. 

Instead the International Bank has become as 
timid as the commercial bankers it was intended 
to lead or supplement. It has made loans to 
such governments as The Netherlands, Denmark, 
Luxembourg, France, Chile. It hasn’t made loans 
involving risk or an aggressive loan policy, to 
shaky countries that are in desperate need of 


capital. 


It isn't the force for the world's rebirth that it 


- was intended to be. It is a banker’s bank, operat- 


ing in the black. It was brought into existence 
to make history, and instead it has made book- 
keeping. And that, for whatever it amounts to, 
seems to be all the comfoft the world is likely 


to get out of it, 


A Blow Against Price-Fixing 

Price-fixing, which is the basic denial of our 
so-called competitive system, has received a 
severe jolt from the Supreme Court. The blow 
comes in the form of a decision outlawing the 
basing-point price system of the cement indus- 
try. Under this system all cement mills ‘have 
charged the same price for cement in any one 
market, no matter what the costs of production 
or the freight costs of the company actually sup- 
plying the cement. 

The Alpha Portland Cement Co. and Missouri 
Portland, two supposedly competing plants op- 
erating in St. Louis, have long charged identical 
prices both here and in the surrounding 
territory. 

It remains to be seen whether the Supreme 
Court's adverse ruling will actually bring price 
flexibility in cement. If the ruling is to be ef- 
fective, it will have to be rigidly enforced. It is 
so much more pleasant for industries to operate 
without the rigors of competition, that it is like- 
ly to be avoided wherever possible. 

The basing-point system is used in steel, sewer 
pipe, forgings, corn products and a dozen or so 
other industries. With the decision in cement as 
a precedent, the Federal Trade Commission and 
the Department of Justice should, move against 
such artificial barriers wherever they exist. 
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A Russian who was accused of writing non- 
ideological .music is further accused of not un- 
derstanding what he did wrong. And there's 
where we believe they’ve got him. 
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In Ominous Secrecy 

By a strict party vote, a House subcommittee 
decided to conduct closed hearings on a measure 
to extend the expiring Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ment Act. Congressman Doughton, who man- 
aged this law while the Democrats were in con- 
trol, protested that “this may mean a return to 
the secrecy in which the Hawley-Smoot Tariff 
Act was written behind closed doors, with high- 
tariff lobbyists for special interests.” 

This might be discounted as a partisan objec- 
tion except that there is much factual evidence 
for Mr. Doughton’s fears. This Congress showed 
its high-tariff tastes in the wool bill which 
President Truman killed by veto. House leaders 
have declared that they mean to subjéct every 
reciprocal tariff-reduction deal to approval by 
Congress, which would bring on.the kind of old- 
style logrolling that led to the Hawley-Smoot 
Act. And when President Truman signed a 
mutually beneficial agreement to exchange non- 
military goods with Czechoslovakia, Republicans 
tried to create an impression that he was traf- 
ficking dangerously with potential enemies, and 
threatened tighter restrictions in the extension 
of the law. 

In these circumstances, closed-door proceed- 
ings inevitably suggest an effort to put through 
a quick reversal of the popular 14-year-old freer- 
trade policy without bringing down the flood of 
ann which open hearings would produce. 
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A bill for 15,000,000 housing units was passed 
by the Senate. The usual rules of etiquette will 
now be suspended to permit a few minutes’ si- 
lent drooling.

Taft vs. Stassen in Ohio

Stassen-Taft primary campaign is less impressive on the scene than 
at a distance, says reporter; both candidates are going into only a 
few districts, and both are making generalized speeches rather than 
debating crucial issues; but voters like being consulted at all.

CLEVELAND, 


At a distance of 1000 miles, the signifi- 
cance of the Stassen-Taft battle in Ohio 
seems impressive and not too complicated. 
But here the election looks less simple, and, 
frankly, less significant. 


‘In the first place, neither candidate is 
going into a. majority of the congressional 
districts. Mr. Stassen 

has entered delegates 

in only 11 of the 

state's 22 districts, 

and he is not going 

into all of them on 

his flying tour. 


Mr. Taft, likewise, 
is going to appear in 
only a few of the dis- 
tricts in which he is 
being challenged and 
in none of the others 
except his own home 
county. 


Secondly,. for all a 
the appearance of 
frank discussion and ee e 
debate, it can scarcely be said that either 
candidate is doing more than touching the 
high spots of a few of the more important 
issues. 


When Mr. Stassen arrives in a town, he 
makes a carefully rehearsed “set” speech. 
In it he expresses pleasure at being in the 
town, He tells one of three jokes, which 
are on himself and are always well ro- 
ceived, He saya the big question is wheth- 
er there will be a third world war, and 
then he gives his own answer to the ques- 
tion. 


Against UMT and Draft 


There are two extremes of policy being 
advanced, he gays. One is to appease the 
Soviet Union. This he rejects. The other 
is to assume that war is inevitable. This 
also he rejects.. There is, he insists, a 
„middle way,” which he favors, and he in- 
dicates what that “middle way” should be. 


We ‘should, he Says, remain strong at 
home,# We should not rely on a voluntary 
army, but we should not adopt UMT and 
the draft either. Instead, we should have 
a modified draft, which he does not de- 
fine at any length. 

He then comes out for two things that 


get more applause in every town than any- 
thing else: we should, he insists with em- 


- phasis, outlaw the Communist party and 


refuse to send beyond the Iron Curtain 
any goods that might boost Russia’s econ- 
omy or add to her war potential. 


And, finally, he recommends that we 
“move forward affirmatively,” in accord- 
ance with “the ideals of the Founding Fa- 
thers,” in promoting liberty and peace 
through a reorganized United Nations, 


At the close of this speech, he undertakes 
to answer questions and, in this question 
and answer period, he is sincere, informa- 
tive and impressive in his answers to a

number of questions, utually about the 
Taft-Hartley Act, taxes, bureaucracy and 
Palestine. 


Mr. Taft follows more or less the same 
routine, with somewhat less emphasis on 
the question period, but when both candi- 
dates leave town what they have presented 
primarily is their own personalities rather 
than any. detailed outline of policies. 


What is going on out here, primarily, is 
not a careful study of policies throughout 
the state, but a popularity contest in vari- 
ous areas of the state, particularly in the 
industrial areas, where Mr. Taft is strong 
in organization and weak in personal ap- 
peal, 


For Palestine’s Partition 


The question period after these meetings 
really reveals as much about the audiences 
as about the candidates. On the whole, the 
questions are not incisive. 


The two candidates, therefore, can say 
that they are “for” the partition of Pales- 
tine, for exan@le, but they are not asked 
to face the question that really faced the 
Administration; whether they are prepared 
to “enforce” ‘partition with American 
troops. 


Despite these qualifications, the voters 
can are are making certain valid tests of 
the two candidates, Mr. Taft denies stout- 
ly that Mr. Stassen is any more liberal“ 
than he is, but though he has been mak- 
ing this statement all week the general im- 
pression of the voters is that Mr. Stassen 
is more “liberal.” ‘ 


Therefore, the voters will be able to ex- 
press a broad preference for youth versus 
age and for candidates who are generally 
believed to be “liberal” (Stassen) and con- 
servative (Taft). 


In this sense, the test is fair enough. It 
is fair in another sense. Taft forces are 
making much of the argument that Mr. 
Stassen was not “playing the game” in 
coming here. jn ‘the first place. 


An Impressed Electorate 


Mr. Stassen has indicated that in his 
opinion the “old game“ of closed provinces 
ian't good enough, and that the voters at 
least have a chance to participate in the 
campaign and to test the candidates in 
the limited give and take of question and 
answer, 


This has made an enormous impression 
on an electorate which had gome to expect 
very little from the. men who have been 
in charge of the Ohio Republican organiza- 
tion for years. 


Mr, Stassen, encouraged by his progress, 
realizes that, on the heels of his victories 
in Wisconsin and Nebraska, he could con- 


celvably create a “band-wagon atmosphere” 


by a victory here. But if he does so, it will 
be a personal triumph rather than a vic- 
tory for cléar policies which the people 
of Ohio are atudying and debating.

The other alternative being dis- 
cussed is more elaborate.

Physicians frequently fail to 


treat properly patients who com- 
plaint of headaches because they 


pay attention primarily to condi- 
tions other than those that cause 


the headaches, Dr. Stuyvesant But- 
ler of Chicago said last night. 


Dr. Butler, who is assistant pro- 
fessor of medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois School of Medicine, 
spoke at a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Academy of General Practice 


of Greater St. Louis, at the St. 
Louis. Medical Society. 


“Up to now, headaches to a 


great extent, have been overlooked 
by — practitioners, either be- 


cause they were thought to be too 
difficult or too inconsequential,” 


Dr. Butler said. “For this rea- 
son Dr. William A. Thomas of Chi- 
cago and I have tried to make a 
simple working classification of 
headaches so the average doctor 
can classify them easily, It is im- 
portant that the family physician

The six main types of headaches, 
Dr. Butler said, are vascular, in- 
cluding migraine and tension

“We believe migraine headaches 
occur in persons particularly sus- 
ceptible to histamine. The exter- 
nal carotid artery is ‘a shock or- 
gan, and reacts to histamine. His- 
tamine is produced in all bodies, 
and we feel that in those unustal- 
ly susceptible to it, headaches may 
result. This is in contrast to most

The large number of persons 
who suffer from headaches is in- 
dicated by the fact that a careful 
tabulation showed that 10 per cent 
of young men patients in.a group 
studied complained of them, Dr.

In the years of his presidency, 
he has directed the appropria- 
tion of money for such diverse 
projects to improve mankind as 
the giant cyclotron of the Uni- 
versity of California and final ex- 
periments in the perfection of 
penicillin. 

And he has discovered that the 
amount of a grant or an endow- 
ment is no criterion of its ultimate 
benefits to mankind. It took a 
grant of only $1200 to help perfect 

icillin, priceless boon to man- 
ind. Of this grant, Fosdick said: 

“I can’t remember ever spend- 
ing so small a sum for so great 
a good.” 

As he prepares to retire from 
the foundation, one of the few 
responsibilities of his stewardship 
that trouble him is the very sub- 
stantial grant of money to the Uni- 
versity of Califorhia that provided

this institution. with its giant 
cyclotron, This atom-smasher was 
a valuable adjunct in man’s war- 
time conquest of the atom. 

As Fosdick discussed the cyclo- 
tron, he said ruefully: 

"I sometimes have a feeling of 
unease when I think of some of 
its consequences. I sometimes 
wonder, if a showdown comes, if 
the world will have sufficient mor- 
al resistance to the atom bomb.“ 

For the past 13 years, it has 
been Fosdick’s job to apportion 
money for the five fields in which 
the foundation works: Natural 
sciences, medical sciences, human- 
ities, social sciences and public 
health. 

When Fosdick retires, he ‘will 
not turn himself out to pasture. 
His idea of “retirement” is to do 
the things he wants to do at his 
own tempo. He expects to be as 
happily busy as his brother, Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosick, who re- 
tired from the pastorate of River- 
side (“The Rockefeller aches 
congregation two years 

In the absence of Dr. roadick, 
who is now in Panama, his young- 
er brother spoke for him, and with 
deep affection, He said: 

“At 70, he is doing a work that 
fascinates him. He is writing a 
life of Christ. And when he is not

writing, he is playing with his 
grandchildren.” 

If Dr. Fosdick has had a happy 
and radiant life, it has also been 
a stormy one in certain periods. 
A Baptist minister, this brilliant 
and original man often found him- 
self in conflict with the funda- 
mentalists not only of his own 
sect, but with those of other de- 
nominations. 

In 1925, he was forced to give 
up the pastorate of Néw York’s 
First. Presbyterian church, de- 
spite his growing fame as & spir- 
itual leader throughout the na- 
tion and his tremendous popular- 
ity with the congregation. But 
the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterlan Church woypld not accept 
him when he refused to take the 
vows Of the Presbyterian ministry 
with their implied acceptance of 
fundamentalist doctrines Dr. Fos- 
dick could not acknowledge. 

However, it wag then that John 
D. Rockefeller and other Baptist 
leaders persuaded him to accept 
the pastorate of the Park Avenue 
Baptist church. Dr. Fosdick ac- 
cepted it with the understandin 
that the Riverside church woul 
be built near Columbia university 
and would de inter-denomina- 
tional. a 

The brothers come from a long 


line of teachers and preachers, of 
men and women accustomed, in 
the New England phrase, “to 
plain living and high thinking.” 
Their father, rank Fosdick, 
taught for 54 years in the Buffalo 
public schools, and their grand- 
father, John 8. Fosdick, wag su- 
perintendent of Buffalo schools 
before that. 

Even “heresy” is hereditary, 
Raymond Fosdick laughed, as he 
discussed his great grandfather 
Blaine, a famous Baptist minister 
of his day. Like his great-grand- 
son, Dr. Fosdick, he was “fired” 
for heresy. 

Great-grandfather Blaine’s here- 
sy was his inability to believe 
that man burned in hell for eter- 
nity. He thought perhaps man 
might burn for the first 1000 
years, but not forever. He died 
at 89, still writing a book to 
prove his heresy. 

Raymond Fos ick stepped from 
college into a career of public 
service, He served, as a young 
lawyer, in the administration of 
three reform mayors of New 
York, Mayors McClellan, Gaynor 
and Mitchel. In 1919, on the 
nomination oe President Wilson, 
he was appointed under secretary 
=" to the League of Na-

F you “obey that impulse,” you may be in trouble most of 

the time. 

It all depends on what kind of an impulse you have, of 
course; but most of us, like Mr. B., seem to have a lot of 
impulses that are not very helpful to us in getting along with 
ether people. Im always in hot water because I'm too 
impulsive,” he complains. “The minute I have said or done 
something, I know it was a mistake; but the beans have been 
spilled and sometimes it's a mighty hard job to pick them up, 
I wish I knew how to curb this tendency.” || : 

A lot of other people would like to know how to do so too, 
Mr. B. There is no simple trick that will work. Improvement 
in this tendency to over-impulsiveness is an important part of 
marriage counseling, and the American Institute of Family 
Relations suggests to its clients many lines along which they 
can proceed; I'll borrow four of them here.

KEEP YOURSELF in the best possible shape physically 
by avoiding fatigue, getting plenty of sleep, building up your 
health, and by eliminating completely the use of alcoholic 
beverages. 

Plan your day's work in advance. This will help you to 
form the habit of orderliness and will bring fewer temptations 
to acting on the spur of the moment. 

Limit yourself to what is feasible. If you look around 
you'll note that many impulsive people are working under 
pressure. Sometimes they seem to have the idea that working 
to the point of exhaustion is admirable. Remember that easy 
does it.” Don’t expect absolute perfection in yourself or anyone 
else. There is no such thing.

STUDY OTHER PEOPLE and try to adjust yourself to 
them instead of merely “expressing yourself.” All of us differ 
from each other. The impulsive person is often too intent on 
proclaiming his own difference—on asserting himself. Forget it. 

You'll notice that these are not shortcuts, Mr. B. There is 
no shortcut. Overcoming impulsiveness is one of the difficult 
jobs in life. Be satisfied to take one step toward it at a time; 
but keep on stepping.
